MEXICO GIVES UP CHINESE 
EXTRATERRITORIAL RIGHTS 


Government Relies on Nanking’s 
Promise to Protect Its Citi- 
zens In Orient. 
MEXICO CITY, Nov. 
Mexican Government 
nounced surrender of alji extra- 


territoriality privileges in China. 
A statement by Acting Foreign 
Minister Genaro Estrada said the 
Mexican Government was disposed 
to take the word of the Nanking 
Government that Mexicans wouid 
be accorded full protection and 
treatment similiar to other nation- 
als in accordance with Chinese 
law. 

The announcement then said 
Mexico “has no intention of dis- 
cussing China's rights to give it- 
self laws required by its people. 
and will not claim in the future 
any extraterritoriality privileges in 
that country.”

Kinsey Warns. 


Residents in the vicinity of Riv- 
er des Peres between Forest Park 
and the western city limits will 
have to put up with unavoidabie 
annoyances for about 18 months 
during the construction of a sewer 
to“enciose the stream, President 
Kinsey of the Board of Public 
Service announced today when the 
board approved plans for the pro- 
ject.. Bids for the work, which the 
city estimaies will cost $1,150,008, 
will be received Dec. 17. 

Work probably will start in 
January. This is the only thickly 
populated district the river con- 
version encounters.

FOR $350,000 
EMBEZZLEMENT 


Five of Those Accused of 
Using Funds of Flint, 
Mich., Bank in Specula- 
tion Have Confessed. 


WARRANTS LIKELY

Details of Ways by Which 
Manipulations Were Con- 
cealed Disclosed in Offi- 
cial Statement.

FLINT, Mich., Nov. 15.—Six for- 
mer officers of the Union Indus- 
trial Bank were arrested here to- 
day on warrants charging embez- 
zlement. Five of them have con- 
fessed defMications. The sixth was 
John 8S. Decamp, former first vice 


president. 

In addition to Decamp, the men 
arrested are: FE. D. Graham, 44 
years old, former vice president, 
Methodist church member, father 
of three children; Milton Pollock, 
40, assistant vice president, church- 
man, father of five children: Ivan 
Christensen, assistant cashier, 365, 
who earned $3000 a year but was 
buildihg a new $75,000 house: Rus- 
sell Runyan, 35, teller, father of 
two children; and Mark H. Kelley, 
36, assistant cashier. 

Decamp, who was prominent so- 
cialy, has asserted his innocence. 
He is the father of four children, 
and his wife is the daughter of 
wealthy parents. wz 

Prosecutor Beagle said that oth- 
er arrests would follow, the entire 
number being estimated at 14. 

Story of the Looting. 

The full story of the embezgzgle- 
lative ring inside the bank, it was’ 
said, was first formed when one 
by one, from five to eight exech- 
tives and employes admitted to 
each other that they were playing 
@ sure thing bull market and some 
times, using bank ftnds. 

“While the doom of the ring 
came in the recent crash,” -.id 
‘the bank’s formal statement, “they 
also lost heavily in the bull market 
so they suffered up as well as 
down. They were caught badly in 
selling Radio short.

How the Fraud Was Concealed. 

“Drafts would be sent to the 
bank by one of its Detroit, Chi- 
cago or New York correspondents, 
who were acting as collection 
agents for brokers in the regular 
course of business,” the bank's 
statement said. “When the person 
on whom the draft was drawn 
worked in a branch of the Union 
Industrial, the dtaft would be 
charged directly to that branch on 
receipt at the main office and 
would be held in that branch as a 
cash item. If the person was a 
main office man, it would be 
charged to another department in 
which one of the associates was 
employed and would be held as a 
cash item. 

“Later, if the stocks were sold 
at a profit the proceeds sometimes 
were split, although usually rein- 
vested. If there was a decline in 
the price, a fictitious note would 
be drawn and put into the files of 
the bank. This would be signed 
by one of the participants, either 
in his own name but more often 
fictitiously.

, The Pinkerton Detective Agelicy, 
retained.by Byers, whose property 
was reported to be uninsured, re- 
ceived a similar notice from For- 
dyce.

Text of President’s Statement 


On Business 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16. 


OLLOWING ig the text of 

President Hoover’s state- 

ment issued today in an- 
nouncing a conference for con- 
tinued business progress: 


“I have during the past week 
engaged in numerous _ confer- 
ences with important business 
leaders and public officials with 
a view to the co-ordination of 
businéss and governmental 
agencies in concerted action for 
continued business progress. 

“I am calling for the middle 
of next week a small prelimin- 
ary conference of representa- 
tives of industry, agricult 
and labor to meet with the 
retaries of the Treasury, 
culture, Commerce and Labor, 
together with the chairman of 
the Federal Farm Board, to 
develop certain definite steps. 


“For instance, one of the re- 
sults of the speculative period 
through which we have passed 
in recent menths has been the 
diversion of capital into the se- 
curity market, with consequent 
lagging of the construction 
work in the country. 


“The postporiement of con- 
struction during the past month, 
including not only building, 
railways, merchant marine and 
public utilities, but also Fed- 
eral, state arid municipal public 
works, provides a substantial 
reserve for prompt expanded 
action. The situation is furth 
assured by the exceptiona 
strong cash position of the large 


manufacturing industries of the 


country. 

“The magnificent workings 
of the Federal Reserve system 
and the inherently sound con- 
dition of the banks have al- 
ready brought about a d se

so speedily achieved under simi- 
lar circumstances. 
“In market booms we develop 
. Over-optimism with a corre- 
sponding reverse into over-pes- 
simism. They are equally un- 
justified, but the sad thing is 
that many unfortunate people 
are drawn into the vortex of 
these movements with tragic 
loss of savings and reverses. 
Any lack of confidence in the 
economic future or the. basic 
strength of business in the 
United States is foolish, Our 
national capacity for hard work 
and intelligent co-ogeration is 
ample guarantee for the future. 
“My own experience has been, 
however, that words are not of 
any great importance in times 
of economic disturbance, It is 
action that counts. The estab- 
lishment of credit stability and 
ample capital through the Fed- 
eral Reserve system and the 
demonstration of the confidence 
of the administration by under- 
taking tax reduction with the 
co-operation of both political 
parties, speaks more than 
words. 7 
“The next practical step is 
the organizing and co-ordinat- 
ing of a forward movement of 
business through the revival of 
construction activity, the stim- 
ulation of exports and of other 
legitimate business expansion, 
especially to take such action 
in concert with the use of our 
new powers to assist agricul- 
ture.

nished after the robbery, inciuded 
five platinum rings set with dia- 
monds and emeralds, two of them 
valued af$10.000 each, one at $500 
an. two at $100 each: two brace- 
lets set with diamonds and sap- 
phires valued at $20,000 and 
$2000, and a necklace, $10,000. 

Mrs. Johnson's jewelry included 
fou- platinum and diamond brace- 
lets valued at $6000, $3000, $2000 
and $1500, a guard ring of unesti- 
mated valueXand other unitemized 
articles valued at $7000. 

The party had left the Bridlespur 
Club at 5 a. m. and were bound for 
the Johnson home in a_ Rolls-;

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Sena- 
torial champions of agriculture to- 
day were speeding their efforts to 
write into the tariff bill rates to 
place farming on an economic par- 
ity with industry. 

The agricultural schedule, taken 
up out of regular order, was the 
subject of debate continued from a 
night session last night, in which 
20 Finance Committee amendments 
increasing farm product levies were 


adopted. 

The Senate rejected roll calls on 
all rates in the farm product clas- 
sification as they approved com- 
mittee amendments increasing du- 
ties on milk, cream and related 
dairy products. 

Debate on Cherries. 

The proclivity of the American 
palate for Italian cherries was in- 
jected into discussion today over 
the advisability of placing a high- 
er tariff on improved cherries suit- 
able for maraschino purposes. 

Senator Edge (Rep.) New Jer- 
sey. the American Ambassador 
designate to France, insisted the 
Italian cherry had a peculiar taste 
most pleasing to Americans. He 
asserted the proposed rate on the 
product would be tantamount to 
an embargo. Senator Copeland 
(Dem.), New York, joined him in 
his argiment. The New Yorker 
explained this type of cherry was 
used extensively by Eastern candy, 
pastry and ice cream manufactur- 
ers. 

Senator Johnson (Rep.), Califor- 
nia, said protection to some East- 
ern high tariff advocates “seems fo 
depend upon whether within shot- 
gun distance of them there is an 
importer or canner of an imported. 
product.” 

‘That's not my idea of the prin- 
ciple of protection,"" Johnson as- 
serted, adding that domestic grow- 
ers virtually had been eliminated 
from, Eastern markets because 
manufactures in New Jersey, 
Maryland and other Eastern states 
could obtain cherries at a lower 
price. 

Senator Dill (Dem.), Washing- 
ton, said small cherries could be 
grown on the Pacific Coast, but at 
present this was not profitable. 
The higher tariff, he argued, 
would raise the price and make 
domestic production of the smal! 
cherry profitable, 

Increases in the rates on cher- 
ries ranging from one to more 
than 200 per cent were approved. 

Finance Committee amendments 
recommending increases over pres- 
ent rates on cherries, sulphured or 
in brine, and on the smaller varie- 
ties imported from Italy and used 
extensively by Eastern manufac- 
turers, were rejected and the high- 
er House rates adopted. The House 
provided a duty of 6% cents a 
pound on these with stems and pits, 
as against 2 cents in existing law 
and a rate of 8% cents a pound on 
cherries with stems and pits re- 
moved, as compared with 3 cents 
now in effect. 

Approval was given the commit- 
tee proposal to increase the levy 
on Maraschino cherries and cher- 
ries preserved or frozen with sugar 
added from 40 per cent ad valorem 
to 6% cents a pound and 40 per 
cent, the same as the House bill. 

The Finance Committee had pro- 
posed lower duties on sulphured 
cherries making over 900 to the 
gallon and higher tariffs on those 
counting less’than 900, : 

Duty on Vinegar Raised. 

On vinegar was placed a duty of 
& cents a gallon, as against 6 cents 
in the House bill and existing law.

We are literally invad- 
ing the sick ,room and the hospitals 
by adding these unconscionabie 
rates on lemons and grape fruits. 

But there was another shout of 
“noes” to the attempt to cut the 
grapefruit rate. Johnson (Rep.), 
California, then objected to a pro- 
posal by Walsh to reconsider the 
increase on lemons.

House Rates Reduced. 

A levy of 1 cent a pound on un- 
shelled Brazil nuts, the present 

ty, was approved. The House in- 
creased this to 2 cents. The duty 
on the same nuts, shelled, was 
made 3 cents a pound as against 6 
cents in the House bill and 1 cent 
in the present law. House increases 
on pignolia and “pistachio nuts 
were eliminated and the present 
rate of 1 cent a pound adopted. 
Committee proposals to restore 
existing rates on filberts also were 
rejected and Howse increases 
adopted, making the rate on un- 
shelled 6 cents a pound compared 
with 2% cents in the existing law, 
and the duty on shelled 10 cents 
as against the present 5 cents. 

Committee proposals to eliminate 
House increases in duties on pe- 
cans were disapproved, making the 
rate on unshelled 6 cents against 
3 cents a pound in the existing 
law, and on shelled 10 cents a 
pound instead of 6 cents.

The Finance Com- 
mittee proposed 66 cents, the same 
as recently proclaimed by the 
president, while the House bill pro- 
vided a rate of 63 cents.

Amendments approved at the 
night session included. increases itn 
the tariff on fresh and sour cream 
from 30 to 56.6 cents a gallon, as 
compared with the House rate of 
48 cents; skimmed milk and but- 
termilk from 1 to 2.05 cents a gal- 
lon; unsweetened condensed milk 
from 1 to 1.8 cents a pound: sweet- 
ened condefised milk from 1.5 to 
2.76 cents a pound: all other con- 
densed milk from 1.3865 to 2.53 
cents a pound; dried whole milk 
from .3 to 6.6 cents a pound: dried 
cream from 7 to 12.333 cents a 
pound; dried skimmed milk and 
dried buttermilk from 1.5 to’ 3 
cents a pound and malted milk 
from 20 to 85 per cent ad valorem.

OF 
HOLDUP MURDER 
AT SECOND TRIAL 


David Velasco, M Mexican La- 


borer, Gets Life Impris- | 


-onment for Killing Na- 
than Broddon, Merchant. 


David Velasco, 23-year-old Mex- 
can laborer, on trial a second 
time for the murder of Nathan 
Broddon, a haberdasher, in a hold- 
up, was convicted last night by a 
Circuit Court jury, which fixed his 
punishment at life imprisonment. 

The State had demanded the 
death penalty. Judge Taylor in- 
structed the jury it could convict 
the defendant, imposing the death 


penalty or a life sentence, or it 
could return an acquittal. Tbe 
jury deliberated three and a half 
hours. 

At Velasco’s first trial, the jury 
was discharged after being dead- 


friends, Joe Martinez and Mike 
Aguilera, previously were convict- 
ed and sentenced to death by a 
jury. Circuit Judge Rutledge 
changed the sentence of Martinez 
to life imprisonment because, he 
explained, the degree of guilt of 
the two men varied. Martinez, he 
said, waited in an automobile, 
while Aguilera and Velasco went 
into the store to rob Broddon. 
Aguilera has an appeal pending. 
Denied Auy Part in Murder. 

Testifying through an interpre- 
ter, Velasco yesterday denied any 
part in the murder of Broddon, in 
his store at 2317 Cherokee street, 
Oct. 31, 1928. 

The substance of his testimony 
was that he chanced te walk past 
the store as the holdup and murder 
were in progress and, frightened at 
the sound of shots, fled, only to be 
captured in a basement some blocks 
away. 

He denied testimony that he had 
tried to trade pistols the night be- 
fore the murder with one of the 
other Mexicans. He denied that 
he left a house in Madison, IIL, in 
their company the morning of the 
killing. 

12 Witnesses for State. 

Twelve witnesses testified for the 
State, including Broddon's widow, 
who saw him killed. She was not 
asked to identify the defendant. 
Her son-in-law, Ben Emert, who 
operated a store next door, an ; 
Policeman Thomas Gunther identi- 
fied Velasco as the robber they 
chased from the holdup scene and 
captured in a basement. 

A young woman, Lillian Pelham, 
who formerly resided with Aguilera 
in Madison, told of a meeting of 
Velasco, Aguilera and Martinez the 
night before the holdup, in which 
Velasco asked Martinez to trade 
pistols. She said the three left 
Madison the morning of the hold- 
up, and Martinez and Aguilera re- 
turned later in the day without Ve- 
lasco. 


$43,000 DAMAGES FOR BOY, 8, 
WHO LOST LEG UNDER TRAIN 


Edward Walter, East St. Louis, 
Had Asked $100,000; First 
Jury Deadlocked. 

Damages of $43,000 for the loss 
of a leg were awarded Edward 
Walier, 8 years old, 1622 Gaty ave- 
nue, East St. Louis, by a jury in 
Federal Judge Faris’ court today. 
The defendant was the Southern 
Railway. one of whose trains ran 
down young Walter at the Bond 
street crossing March 3, 1927, when 
he was on the way home from 
school with several other boys. 

Five members of the train crew 
testified the locomotive stopped for 
the crossing, in accordance with an 
ofder of the Illinois Commerce 
Commissivr, pending repairs to the 
gate, but the plaintiff, two other 
boys and several other witnesses 
said the train failed to stop.

Passenger Plane at Sea Rescued.

SALERNO, Italy, Nov. 15.—A 
French passenger plane on the way 
from’ Marseilles to Beirut sent out 
an 8 O S signa! today after making 
a forced descent in the Gulf of Sa- 
lerno.

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With Lester Barth acquitted of 
murder by a jury which would not 
accept the uncorroborated testi- 
mony of Frank Siisby, former 8t. 
Louis gangster who turned State's 
evidence in exchange for a promise 
of immunity, Circuit Attorney Mil- 
ler is prepared to use Silsby again 
in an effort to convict Barth and 
others of bank robbery. 

Barth and seven others, includ- 
ing Carl Fiorita and Joseph Simon, 
Cuckoo gangsters, are charged with 
the $12,000 robbery of the Hamilton 
State Bank March 56, 1926, under an 
indictment based on information 


supplied by Silsby. Four men are 
charged with the $14,000 robbery 
of the Union-Easton Trust Co., on 
similar information. 

Silsby talked to the Circuit At- 
torney and the grand jury about 
the two bank robberies last Jan- 
uary, when he related that he and 
Barth, together with Frank L. 
Smith and Oliver Honig. were in- 
volved in the murder of John W. 
Chamberlain, time-payment jew- 
eler, who was killed in a $300 hoild- 
up at the Terminal Railroad’s Pop- 
lar street freight house, Nov. 25, 
1925. 

Rejected Gangster’s 'Testimony. 
The trial of Barth for the mur- 
der of Chamberiain ended late yes- 
terday with the verdict of acquit- 
tal, returned on the first ballot 
after an hour and 15 minutes of 
deliberation. The State depended 
solely on Silsby’s. testimony that he 
and Barth fired the shots which 
killed the jeweler: the defense on 
Barth's simple denial! that he knew 
nothing about the crime. 

“Judge Hamilton's instructions 
said that the uncorroborated testi- 
mony of an accomplice should be 
received with great caution,” said 
the jury foreman, Theodore Hun- 
ter, an electrotyper, 1419 De Soto 
avenue. . “It was that instruction. 
more than anything else, that 
caused us to bring in a verdict of 
not guilty.” 

Hunter indicated that the jurors 


qj felt they should not take Silsby’s 


word against Barth’s in the absence 
of any supporting eviéence. 

Silsby was already on his way 
back to New Orleans, where he 
now lives, when the verdict was 
returned, Barth, who had smoked 
nervously during the period of de- 
liberation, was jubilant when the 
verdict was read. and his wife. 
seated on a spectator’s bench, ut- 
tered an exclamation of delight. 
Both shook hands with the jurors 
and then ieft the courtroom with 
a group of friends. 

Circuit Attorney Miller intends 
to bring Silsby here again to testify 
against Honig and Smith, who were 
indicted with Barth/in -the Cham- 
berlain murder case, although they 
played secondary parts in the 
crime according to Silsby’s story. 
At Barth's trial, Silsby said that 
Smith, a former Terminal switch- 
man, suggested the robbery and 
that Honig dreve the automobile. 
neither taking an actual part in the 
killing. 

Hamilton Bank Robbery. 

Barth is-under $25,000 bond in 
the Hamilton State Bank case. 
The other defendants are Fiorita. 
now in the penitentiary at Chester. 
Ill.; “Mulehead” Simon and Fred 
Sturley. now in the Missouri peni- 
tentiary; Dewey Goebel, in jail in 
default of bond:, Charles Payton. 


8 MILES IN AIR TO - 


St. Louis is one of 14 points in 
the United States selected by the 
Government Weather Bureau fron 
which upper air conditions will be 
studied next month-in thé Interest 
of commercial aviation. 


By means of a series of small 
‘baliobns, to which a méteorograph, 
an instrument recording pressure. 
temperature, humidity and other 
information, is attached, it is hoped 
to obtain data on conditions more 
than eight miles above the earth. 
The balloons, inflated to a diam- 
eter of five feet, will be sent up 
simultaneously at six hour inter- 
vals on two days on which certain 
high and low pressure areas pre- 
vail. The meteorograph is con- 
tained in a wicker basket equip- 
ped with a small parachute, to car- 
ry the instrument safely to earth 
after the gas in the balloon bée- 
comes exhausted. 
The Weather Bureau is expend- 
ing more than $18,000 to conduct 
the tests. Each meteorograph costs 
$140 and the balloons, of heavy 
rubber, with parachute and bas- 
ket, cost $22 each. In addition $5 
will be paid to the finder of each 
instrument, The instruments, 
will be carried an average dis- 
tance of-200 miles, it is expected. 
R. C. Schmidt, in charge of the 
weather station at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, will conduct the test 
here.

A year ago, Mrs. Hoit said, Bauer 
operated the F. Bauer Radio Sales 
Co. in the basement of the house. 
but was forced to abandon the 
business when radio  distributers 
refused to extend further credit. 
He then obtained an agency for a 
candy-vending machine and invest- 
ed $2500 in 26 machines, for which 
he could find fio buyers. 

Bauer's mother died last month, 
Mrs. Holt said. 

Mrs. Holt and a woman roomer 
heard the shot at 11:15 a. m. and 
ran to the basement, where they 
saw Bauer's body through a crack 
in a partition. They called police- 
men. Mra. Holt said Baver was 
divorced, but she did not know his 
wife's whereabouts.

_ Some No-True Bills Votes. 

The jury's term expires next 
March by which time it must dis- 
pose of all matters presented to it, 
either by indictments or no-true 
bills.

On receiving the partial report, 
Judge Faris adjourned the jury 
until Feb. 3.

five years or a*fine Of $10,000, or 
both. The legislation classified 
these violations as felonies, neces- 
sitating an indictment. 

75 Indictments Returned. 

The grand Jury reported 75 in- 
dictments today, including’*the 21 
Jones law true bills, which named}. 
24 men and one woman. Among 
the indictments for other causes 
were 17 for violations of the Dyer 
act, 14 for thefts from the mails 
and postoffices, 10 for violations of 
the Harrison act, seven for petty 
mail frauds, three for Mann act 
violations and one for counterfeft- | 
ing. 

Edmund Monroe Mays, presi- 
dent of the Grand National Bank, 
507 North Grand boulevard, was 
indicted on four counts, charging 
misapplication of funds and false 
entries in the books of the bank in 
connection with the purchase of a 
mortgage On rea! estate in Webster 
Groves.

Two i@eas of education were 
contrasted by speakers before the 
convention of the Missouri State 
Teachers’ Association, at the Cofli- 
scum this morning. The talks re- 
sembled a friendly no-decision de- 
bate and echoed a difference of 
opinion on a moot point in peda- 


gORy: . 

One idea may be described as 
the “new freedom,” in which 
classes are freed largely from re- 
straints of formal subjects and 
pupils have considerable opportu- 
nity to develop individuality and 
to seek out information for them- 
selves. The other idea adheres 
more to the old “Three R” system, 
with definite guidance to children 
in the light of past experience. 

Dr. Charles H. Judd, director of 
the school of education of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and a widely 
known educator, appeared as the 
apostie of the conservative sys- 
tem, his topic being, *““‘The Value of 
Existing Social Tendencies in Edu- 
cation,”’ 

Dr. Harold Rugg, professor of 
education in Teachers’ College, 
Columbia University, took the other 
side, with the subject, “New 
Worlds for Ghildren.” He ig the 
author of a book, “The Child-Cen- 
tered School.” 

A third speaker, who leaned to 
the new freedom theory, with an 
address on “Freedom and HKespon- 
sibility,” was Dr. Ernest Horn. 
professor of school supervision and 
director of the University Elemen- 
tary School of University of lowa. 


A Regimental School. 


Dr. Rugg, first on the program, 
said, in part: 

“The ’mass school’ is a regimen- 
tal school and its chief slogan is 
‘mental training.’ I find that this 
type of school produces conform- 
ists instead of the all-around indi- 
vidual, which to my mind is the 
‘type to be desired. But for the 
past 25 years we have been slowly 
but surely getting away from this 
‘mass school’ idea, and have been 
going through a sort of educa- 
tional revolution, 

“This educational revolution has 
been going on under the eyes of 
two groups, The first is composed 
of those who wish freedom .in 
school training and the second of 
the scientists of education who are 
Opposed to it. It: is my great de- 
sire to attempt, if possible, to réc- 
Oncile these two groups to one 
another and to try to incorporate 
the best features of both in one 
sreat school training system under 
which the individual-student may 
best come to understand the prob- 
lems of modern life.” 

Society’s Organized Thought. 

Dr. Judd, the concluding speak- 
er, said: 

“Society in alj its experience has 
developed some highly perfected 
and highly ‘organized means of 
thinking which must be taught to 
Children = ig they are to learn to 
think. For: instance, the children 
must be taught English and they 
must acquire a vocabulary or they 
Will never be able to express their 
thoughts.

The Prohibition Anomaly. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

THOROUGHLY agree with “G. T. P.” 

that it is a desirable thing to make 
the buyer of liquor subject to punishment 
in order to carry out the prohibition fa- 
naticism to the “nth degree,” but, though 
he may be a better constitutional lawyer 
than 1, I cannot agree with him that it 
fs possible to do this under the eight- 
eenth amendment, 

G. T. P. rightly construes the purpose 
of the eighteenth amendment of “pre- 
venting every man, woman and child in 


the United States from taking a drink of 


intoxicating liquor for pleasure.” But 
the “preventing” is only to be done by 
deprivation. There is no wording in the 
eighteenth amendment to suggest that 
the “use” of liquor is to be prohibited. 
It is clearly within the meaning and pur- 
port of the amendment and the Voistead 
law, which sought to interpret the 
amendment, for you to drink anything 
you can get hold of—just so long as 
you do not make it or steal] it. 

That is the ridiculous thing about the 
whole proposition. The  prohibitionist 
policy assumes liquor drinking to be 
wrong. but has no thought whatever of 
punishing, the drinker for his wrongdo- 
ing, but punishes instead the man who 
makes it for him or sells it to him. This 
in spite of the fact that gambling, lying. 
adultery, and other personal vices, as 
well as the more violent crimes involv- 
ing trespass, are punished for them- 
selves. 

The prohibitionists in the main are not 
in favor of the Sheppard proposal to 
penalize the @rinker. They look on the 
man with the taste for liquor as a weak- 
ling who cannot help himself and must 
be protected. 

Even if adopted, the Sheppard law will 
never be enforced, not even as well en- 
forced as the Voisteid law. For the pro- 
his shout with glee when some ignorant 
foreign-born bootlegger goes to prison, 
but they will recoil with horror when the 
law begins to seize Senators and Judges 
and lawyers and editors who happen to 
take a drink. And the seized Senators 
will raise so much cain that the law will 
back right up. 

Still. I'm just as anxious as G. T. P. to 
see enforcement carried out to the limit 
——the farther and the stricter it is en- 
forced, the sooner will people realize 
what it is all about and be disposed to 
get rid of it. 

For, in its dictum that it is not wrong 
to drink and that somebody else must 
take the punishment if you do drink, it 
becomes the most licentious principle 
ever enacted into law.

Of the 75 crimes reported, one was 
murder, with attempted robbery. The others were 
robberies in various forms, burglary, “holdups” on 
the highway or in stores, with threats of murder. 

Eight robberies were reported on Nov. 1, seven 
Nov. 2, nine Nov. 4, five and one murder. the killing 
of a confectioner by a robber, Nov. 6; four Nov. 7, 
three Nov. 8, three Nov. 9, eight Nov. 10. 

Nov. 11 was a red letter day.in the crime record, 
when 14 robberies were reported. In one the auto- 
mobile in which were two wealthy men and their

The loss of life and property, however, fmportant as 
they are, is not the principal concern in this evidence 
of the frequency of crimes) The chief concern is 
the rising tide of crime and lawlessness which threat- 
ens to overwhelm law and order and security of life. 
and property. . 

In 1884 Cincinnati had a riot which was the sensa- 
tton of the time. A mob of citizens, enraged by the 
lax and corrupt administration of law, attempted to 
lynch several murderers who had suffered light sen- 
tences, and failing in that, burned the courthouse and 
other buildings. | 

Our State Government is directly responsible for 
the administration of justice in this city and State. 
The State Legislature, in two sessions, refused to 
enact the reform program of the Missouri Associa- 
tion for Criminal Justice. The program was devised 
after thorough investigation and deliberation by the 
best lawyers of the State, advised by eminent law- 
yers of the nation. The refusal of the Legislature to 
adopt the remedia! program is charged to the influ- 
ence of crimina] lawyers. Lawyers who block legisla- 
tion designed to punish criminals and prevent crime 
are well named “criminal.” The refusal of the Legis- 
lature to amend defective laws and procedure déaling 


How far the lax administration of justice in St. 

Louis for eight years previous to the election of the 
present Circuit Attorney still promotes crime we Wo 
not know. That the refusal of the State Legislature 
to amend the defective criminal laws is influentia! in 
encouraging crime we are sure. 
Crime conditions justify the calling of a special 
session to correct defects in the laws, but regardless 
of that, it is full time for citizens to act. They 
should organize an association for criminal justice 
which would bring such weight of influence to bear 
in support of the reform of our antiquated and inef- 
fective criminal code that no legislator would dare 
ignore it. We are trifling with dynamite which 
menaces the foundations of government and orderly 
society. 

The Post-Dispatch does not advocate violence or 
lawless methods to check crime. To the contrary, we 
urge action which will effectively punish criminals 
and prevent crime by law. When no man’s life or 
property is secure and no man’s wife or daughter is 
safe from the attacks of criminals, conditions are so 
intolerable that, if long continued, they will inevita- 
bly lead to lawless methods of dealing with the evil.

CURVES COME BACK. 

Heigh ho and a couple of resounding cheers! 
Fashion, that exacting despot before whom so many 
women knee] in abject and unthinking servitude, has 
turned to reason, and even such strenuous fellows as 
the physicians are moved to quiet applause. “With 
curves coming into style again.” says Dr. William F. 
Peterson of the University of Illinois College of Med- 
icine, “it may be that the fad of starvation will be 
ancient history before long and we may see the 
tuberculosis death rate among young women starting 
down.” 

For, says the physician, among the factors pro- 
moting tuberculosis in young women are lack of a 
sensible diet, insufficient clothing in cold weather, 
strenuous social activities and entrance into indus- 
tries at the time of physical development.

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PAUL MILLER’S CONVICTION. 

After several unsuccessful attempts, the Circuit At- 
torney’s office has obtained a conviction under Mis- 
souri’s habitual criminal law. 
jury in Judge Calhoun’s court in the case of Paul 
Miller, Negro, who has already served three peniten- 
tiary sentences for burglary, assault to kill and a 
Federal violation. Miller's latest offense was theft 
of a sack of flour from a box car. A previous trial 
some weeks ago ended in a jury disagreement when 
one juror refused to convict because he thought the 
17-year mandatory sentence too drastic. 

The juror misconceived the meaning of the law. Mil- 
ler was not given 17 years for the comparatively petty 
crime of stealing a sack of flour, but because his rec- 
ord indicates he is a hardened criminal, not suscepti- 
ble. to reform. It is a type that has long been recog: 
nized by penologists and psychiatrists, although ne 
satisfactory explanation of the phenomenon has ever 
been made. Since it is apparently impossible to re 
adjust the habitual criminal to lawful activities. the 
next best thing is to segregate him permanently. 

That ts the theory behind New York’s Baumes law. 
which makes life sentence mandatory after the third 
felony conviction; Michigan's habitual criminal law. 
and others which have been enacted in recent years. 
Sometimes, as in the case of the Michigan woman 
sent to prison for life for bootlegging, the results are 
unfortunate, but by and large the Baumes law theory,

AN EMERGENCY MEASURE. 

If we may look a gift horse in the mouth, the tax 
reduction proposed by Mr. Mellon, with Mr. Hoover's 
evident approval, must be construed as an emergency 
measure to prop the collapsing stock market.

The result will be that 
by sacrifice of the greatest number the 
smmaliest number may be enriched, and by 
sacrifice of the citizens the state may be 
enriched.

Shattuck said his expenses. on; 
his trips to Cuba were paid; also” 
his expenses during his stays in 22 
Washington. “Since last January,” 
demanded Robinson, “how much: 
has been paid you for your ex- 
penses by the sugar interests?” 
Shattuck said his office could give 
the information, and Robinson told 
him to get it for the committee. 

If he had friends at dinner, he, 
said, the cost would be part of his 
expense account. Robinson, read- 
ing from a memorandum, said the. 
expenses of his three trips to Cuba 
were $12,000. 

Robinson read from a statement 
by i C. kin, president of the 
Cuba ComPany, and head of the. 
fight for a low sugar tariff, that 
$32,000 had been spent for legal 
services in Washington this year. 
The witness said this did not in-- 
clude any of his fees. He knew, he’ 
said, that Lakin had employed Mr. 
Carroll (Col. John H. Carroll) of- 
Washington. 

Total Collections $110,000. 

Summing up Shattuck’s testimo- 
ny, Robinson declared he had re- 
ceived a total of $110,000 from the 
sugar interests. Shattuck replied 
that only $25,000 of this was for 
work in tariff matters. 

The witness said, replying to 
Robinson, that he would not be 
surprised to learn that he had 
spent $5000 on living expenses in 
Washington. He said he had lived 
here in an ordinary way. 

Col. Carroll was listed in Lakin’s 
statement as having received $19,-. 
000 from Dec. 20, 1928, to Oct. 14, 
1929. “I understand,” said the wit- 
ness, “that Col. Carroll received 
around the $30,000 that you men- 
tioned.’”’ Shattuck denied he had 
ever been employed by the Nation- 
al City Bank in connection with 
the Cuban sugar interests. 

Shattuck denied he was a lobby- 
ist. “Then you are tke only one 
who has reached that opinion,” 
said Caraway. 

Feared Intervention in Cuba. 

Shattuck said that Col. Carroll 
had been consulted on many prob- 
lems growing out of the relations 
between Cuba and the United 
States. He added that there ,jhad 
been a fear of intervention § in 
Cuba by American armed forces. 
Walsh declared it was a great sur- 
prise to him to hear that interven- 
tion had been imminent. “You 
startle me,” said Walsh. 

The witness said that interven- 
tion had been talked about in the 
newspapers. There had been at- 
tacks on President Machado, and 
the Cuban people had become 
alarmed.

‘jon of the so-called Lindner initial 
bodies, Dr. Mossman said, has done 
away with one of the baffling paths 
which handicap trachoma research 
work. She is engaged now in con- 
tinuing her research and is carry- 
ing on also the work of Dr. Nogu- 
chi, making inoculations from pa- 
tients to young rhesus monkeys, 
seeking. to isolate the trachoma 
germ. Her laboratory, a small 
room, is lent to the research hos- 
pital by the Missouri School of 
Mines. 

The field and clinical work, car- 
ried on in co-operation with the 
State, Dr. Mossman said, is unique 
in this country, since the patients 
not only go to the hospital but field 
nurses go into their homes and 
clinics are conducted in towns in 
trachoma infested areas. 


“This work has taken the ‘hard-. 


boiled attitude’ out of research,” 
Dr. Mossman said, “and has en- 
abled us to gain the confidence of 
the patients and thereby obtain 


certain information hitherto lack- 


ing.” 

Figures covering the work in 
Texas County in 1927 and 1928 in- 
dicate a decrease of 191 in positive 
cases and 88 fewer suspected cases. 
New cases fell off from 197 to 40. 
No figures are available for the 
last few months but Dr. Mossman 
said there would be no increase, in- 
dicating the disease can be arrest- 
ed. 

Similar results, he said, have re- 
warded the field workers in Wright 
County. Clinics and field work is 
being conducted in other southern 
Ozark counties—most of the tra- 
choma is south of the Missouri 
River—although not so intensively, 
due to lack of facilities. Three 
field nurses are employed and the 
clinics are conducted by Dr. Moss- 
man and by Dr.- William £. Plum- 
lee, in charge of the hospital.

sify or oyster plant, egg plant and 
fresh tomatoes. These are usually 
rather high in price d@uring the 
winter months, but may be had 
for those who are willing te. pay 
for them. 

In the fruits we have a number 
of the varieties of apples, winter 
pears, grapes, cranberries, oranges, 
grapefruit, tangerines and bananas 
with Japanese persimmons and al- 
ligator pears in the luxury class. 

There are, of course, the dried 
fruits to add variety in the fruit 
line as well as the large array of 
canned fruits, so that there is no 
reason nowadays for the winter 
diet to be limited to a half dozen 
or a dozen articles of food. 

Most of these foods you will! find 
on the market in several qualities 
and grades, differing in price ac- 
cording to locality and quality. It 
is possible by intelligent shopping 
to have a good variety of foods in 
your weekly meal plan, and still 
keep within the bounds of an eco- 
nomical budget. 

This week the baked fresh ham 
forms the meat course for Sunday 
dinner. Pork ig good at this time 
of year, and there are few cuts that 
are sweeter, or more appetizing, 
than fresh ham. 

Remember that pork must be 
thoroughly cooked and that it must 
be cooked slowly In order to be di- 
gestible. Because it is a fat meat, 
an acid foed is a help in its di- 
gestion. We are serving cranberry 
sauce to supply the acid. Apple- 
sauce is a more custemary dish, 
but you will find that cranberries 
are just as good and a change is al- 
ways a welcome thing. 

Mashed sweet potatoes are not 
met with as often as they might 
be, yet when they are whipped with 
butter, hot milk, a seasoning of salt 
and pepper, they are just as light 
and fluffy as their white relatives. 

You will note that the left-over 
roast pork is sliced and reheated in 
gravy for Monday night. 

Boiled rice is served instead of 
potatoes, which you will probably 
notice are increasing in price due 
to the short crop. 

Sour sauce on the beets supplies 
the necessary acid to aid in the di- 
gestion of the pork. 

Use lemon juice instead of vine- 
gar in mixing the French dressing. 

The large baked potatoes which 
have been cut in half, the pulp 
mashed and mixed with one cup of 
grated soft cheese, then stuffed 
back in the shells and browned, 
furnish the hearty dish of the 
vegetable plate. 

You will find that a fruit salad is 
the best ending for such a meal, 
and I have suggested fresh endive 
and sliced oranges as cooling and 
satisfying. 


CASSEROLE OF ROAST PORK 


Any left over roast pork is de- 
licious when sliced and served coid, 
but there are times when we want 
a hot dish and it is then that a 
casserole of roast pork with vege- 
tables is best appreciated. 

To make it cut the cooked pork 
in thick slices, then into dice about 
an inch square. Sprinkle thickly 
with flour and brown very quickly 
in some of the tried out pork fat. 
Drain from the fat, place into a 
deep baking dish and add two 
small white onions, peeled and left 
whole, two cups of diced potatoes, 
one-half cup of diced celery and 
two cups of string beans or peas. 
These latter may be canned. 

Season with salt and pepper and 
add any left over gravy mixed with 
enough boiling water to cover the 
meat. Cover, cook very slowly in 
the oven for one hour or until the 
vegetables are tender. 

The gravy should be thick 
enough, but if necessary stir care- 
fully into the hot casserole mix- 
ture a little flour mixed with cold

To make the cranberry sauce, 
buy one quart or one pounc of 
cranberries. Choose the dark red 
ones if you can, ag they make the 
prettiest sauce. Pick over the ber- 
ries and remove any that are soft 
or spotted, and also pick off the 
stems that may have been left on. 
Put the berries In a colander and 
wash in cold water. Then put ina 
saucepan with one cup cold water. 
Cover the pan and cook until] the 
berries are tender and broken. 

Stir once or twice during the 
cooking and be qure that you do 
not have them over too hot a fire, 
az they burn rather readily. 

When tender, add one and one- 
half cups sugar and stir until the 
sugar is dissolved, then cook for 
about three minutes longer. Re- 
nfove from the fire and set aside to 
cool, When cold the sauce should 
be almost jellied. Serve with hot 
turkey, chicken or pork, or with 
any cold meat. 


Oranberry Jelly. 

Cranberry jelly is started in the 
same way. That is the berries are 
picked over, washed and cooked 
with one cup water until tender. 

Then they are strained through a 
fine strainer and the juice meas- 
ured. To each cupful of juice add 
one tablespoon lemon juice and 
three-fourths cup sugar. Stir until

At attempt to lower the age limit 
in Missouri for high school athletes, 
from 21 years to 20, was defeated 
at the annual meeting of the Mis- 
souri State High School Athletic 
Association last night at Hotel Stat- 
ler. Eighty-five member schools 
were represented. 

The St. Louis district now has an 
age limit of 20 years, and the local 
rule will not be changed by the ac- 
tion of the State organization. 
Hereafter, a member school of 
the association will be allowed to 
compete with a school which is not 
eligible’ to membership, but will 
not be allowed to meet a school 
in athletic competition that is eligi- 
ble and does not belong to the 
State organization. 

Schools governed. by the State 
Association must not participate in 
more than 10 football games dur- 
ing a season, it was decided. The 
penalty for breaking this rule will 
be suspension from the State organ- 
ization not exceeding one year. Six- 
teen games, besides competition in 
three approved tournaments, was 
set as a limit for one team for a 
season in basketball, under the 
same penalty. 

No school will be allowed to par- 
ticipate in the State basketball 
tournament unless it has participat- 
ed in a district elimination event, 
it was decided. Last year St. Louis 
teams, after a hard-played dis- 
trict tourney, were forced to 
compete in the State tourney 
against teams that had not partici- 
pated in district tolrneys and the 
latter were therefore fresher.

ROSPERITY may long, since

commercial thermometer, but 
just the same there’s a horrendous 
slump in the slogan market. Not 
in many moons has there arisen 
over the country any such flock of 
pocketbook blasters as “Say It 
With Flowers,” “I'd Walk a Mile 
for a Camel,” “Keep That School- 
girl Complexion,” “Not a Cough in 
a Carload,” and the like, 

Curiously enough, slogans that 
bring in the shekels year by year 
are as much a matter of chance, 
the history of the most potent ones 
|prove, as @ good batch of home 
brew. Ad. writers are forever 
striving to turn out coin-catching 
epigrams for their clients, but sales 
phrases with the cadence you can’t 
forget remain about one-half of 1 
per cent. Apparently, contests you 
read about don’t produce them, be- 
cause hardly a one of the old na- 
tionally known standbys is the 
child of a big prize. They simply 
crop up here and there. Sometimes 
it’s.an advertising genius who snaps 
off the humdinger that means mil- 
lions; again, somebody else. Some 
of the phrasemakers share in the 
profits, but often they do not even 
get a bow. 

Not even a bow was, in fact, 
once the reward of even so trench- 
ant a phrasemaker as the late 
President Roosevelt. Everyone 
knows the Rooseveltian brand of 
spurred expletive, such as The Big 
Stick, the Ananias Club, and such 
rippers as John Hay’s “Perdicaris 
alive, or Raisuli dead.” They got 
the country going, and in T. R.’s 
time the slogan makers fairly ef- 
fervesced. But T. R. didn't stop 
there.

Well, It’s a Business, Like Any

Are Spontaneous.

writer Co. back in 1903 he had oc- 
casion one day to visit the Bow- 
ery. Printed in pencil on a rough- 
ly cut cardboard sign in the win- 
dow of a dingy little third-rate 
shoe store he spied this legend: 
“You will eventually buy your 
shoes here.” Naturally the idea 
made the successful business man 
smile, « 

But still there was something 
about the sign he couldn't forget. 
In time he adapted the idea of it 
for his own company, using it in 
the phrase, “The machine you will 
eventually buy.” And so it was 
that the Bowery idea began to see 
the world. But its rea] future didn’t 
begin until 1907, when the Wash- 
burn-Crosby Co., Inc., appropriated 
it in turn. Since that time the flour 
company has spent millions putting 
it on signboards and other advertis- 
ing space all over the world. The 
Bowery shoe dealer who first got 
the idea? In all probability he is 
dead; yet again he may be drows- 
ing somewhere, old and tremulous, 
and he may say to himself as he 
reads the advertising: “Blamed 
odd, that—I once had almost the 


same idea!” 
Q have claimed a right to owner- 

ship in “Eventually—-Why Not 
Now?” But, since you can’t copy- 
right slogans, the claim would have 
been as valuable as a dead cricket. 
There is one slogan in general use, 
however, that for years was claimed 
by a half dozen putative inventors. 
This was none other than the fa- 
mous “Say It With Flowers.” Prob- 
ably no slogan ever brought in 
more shekels, and it was perhaps 
for this reason that so many per- 
sons insisted on calling it the child 
of their particular brains. Finally 
the claimants became so clamorous 
that in 1917 the National Associa- 
tion of Florists investigated and ac- 
claimed F. P, O’Keefe, a Boston ad- 
vertising man, as the true discover- 
e> of the more or less magic talis- 
man. 


Sometimes, though, a crown 
doesn't make a King. There are 
many advertising men who still be- 
lieve that one Herbert G. Palen, 
who died about two years ago. 
coined “Say It With Flowers.” 
Palen was known to every adver- 
tiser in the country, quite prob- 
ably, and is said to have made 
$100,000 a year as a sloganeer. No 
one before or since has ever been 


F' course the shoe dealer could 


sO successful in so unique a pro- 
fession. He talked in slogans, his 
words naturally falling into 
rhythmic, epigrammatic phrases. 
His office was in his hat Typer- 
writer in hand, for yearg he made 
a practice of traveling about the 
country offering siogans to adver- 
tisers. He would walk in, pro- 
claim himself ana say, “I'll write 
you 10 slogans, If you like ’em, 
you pay me $200. If you don’t we 
throw ‘em in the wastebasket.” 
And with perfect aplomb he would 
do just that. There are those who 
say “Herb” Palen was basically 
responsible for every first rate 
American business slogan ever 


coined. 
W rave evolved “Say It With 
Flowers,” he did invent a 
corollary slogan for a small dealer 
in the West that illustrates how 
his mind worked. The story goes 
that he went into the shop to buy 
a bouquet. He spied the inevitable 
“Say It With Flowers.” 

“Ah!” he exclaimed expansive- 
ly, “that’s mine. I got it up. I’m 
Herb Palen—the Herb Palen!’’ 

“Yeah?” drawied the dealer. 
“Well, I never thought so much of 
that sign. They all use it, and it 
don’t mean much. Now I'd like 
something to make ‘em buy flow-/ 
ers. Say, if you made that one, 
maybe you could make me one. 
I'll give you the bouquet if you 
do.” 

The $100,000 a year man beamed 
with pride and confidence. 

“Sure, that’s easy.” he said. 
“Listen—’Say It With Flowers, but 
Say It With Ours!’” 

Toward the end of his years 
Palen had won such a reputation 
that a great scale manufacturer 
offered him $1000 for a single slo- 
gan, whether acceptable or not. 
Ten years before he had coined for 
a rival concern the phrase, “No 
Springs—Honest Weight.” This 
was one of 10 for which he re- 
ceived $200. The man who sent 
for him had bucked that concen- 
trated argument until he was tired. 
He wanted one to beat it.

He was riding 
on a train; he took a long puff, 
stared out the window. His eyes 
met a freight train—and so he 
gave his opinion in terms of car- 
loads. “Keep That Schooigir! 
Complexion” was found in some 
old newspaper copy when an ad- 
vertising agency finally took over 
the account of the firm that makes 
Palmolive soap.
